INADEQUATE AUTOMOBILE INSTRUMENTS 


Gentlemen: 


Believe that your magazine and Gale Hall 
Engineering should be commended for your 


| interest in proper interior car design, as evi- 


denced by your Interior Design Contest. It 
is high time someone took such an interest, 
other than the individual car owner. 

Most of the dashboards I have observed 
have (1) inadequate instrumentation, (2) 


| improper placement of the instruments, (3) 


instruments cocked at all angles, (4) incon- 
venient location of accessories, (5) a ledge 


| or shelf terminating in an abrupt curve, (6) 
'$6.95 | numerous projections, 
$1.45 


(7) practically use- 
less padding, (8) inadequate rear vision. 

At the present time I am driving a de- 
luxe 1951 car in which practically all of the 
above defects are seen. First, with fluid 


| drive, no instrument on the panel gave an 
| indication of engine performance; second, 


about the top half of*the instruments pro- 
vided are visible due to shift indicator, turn 
signal switch, and low position; third, my 
son was almost brained when thrown forward 
onto a projecting center mounted clock; 
fourth, I burned a hole in a set of new seat 
covers, due to the ash tray being on the 
right side of the dashboard, and not being 
able to watch the road and the ashes at the 


‘same time, knocked some on the seat while 


reaching for the ash tray. I have to lean over 
to even reach the lighter which is on the 
right also. 

Needless to say all the above happened in 
the first week, and as a result I was mad 
enough to sell the car, but couldn’t find a 
dash much better. So I did the next best 
thing, installed safety belts on both seats, 
bolted to the frame, installed a vacuum 
gauge and electric tachometer up where | 
can see them. It was surprising to me that 
they could be elevated so high without de- 
tracting from road visibility, just occupying 
the visible area of the hood and _ fender. 
Installed additional rear view mirrors and an 
ash tray by the wheel. 

Our automobiles are OK, but how about 
having the instruments and dashboard grow 
up with the rest of the car? We design bet- 
ter powerplants, improved drives, and keep 
ourselves in the dark as to how they are 
operating. Complicated panels are to be 
avoided as much as possible, but it seems 
within reason to add one or two gauges and 
a few warning lights, in view of the other 
complicated mechanism added. 

The best safety feature that can be added 
is a Safety Conscious Driver; a padded dash 
only lulls the occupants into a sense of false 
security. A true, crushable, shock absorbing 
dash is the only other answer.

UNIQUE TAILLIGHT-EXHAUST ASSEMBLY 


Gentlemen: 

Here is a picture of the redesigned tail- 
light assembly of the Monte Carlo Buick 
(see March ’52 MT for complete coverage). 
The lens, which is held in position by the 
threaded sleeve that encircles the round back- 
up lens, is modified from a ’42 Ford. The 


aperture which surrounds the lens is the ex- 
haust. A double filament bulb is located on 
each side of the backup light. One filament 
in each of these bulbs is the taillight. The 
other two filaments are the turn-and-stop sig- 
nal. 

The exhaust enters the assembly from the 
bottom as the inner tube is supported from 
the back. The wiring is protected by asbestos.

Our acceleration figures are the best obtain- 
able for the car under test. We do not go 
by the car’s own, inaccurate speedometer, 
but use a highly accurate electric speedome- 
ter to determine exact speeds. At least two 
expert drivers experiment until they’ve found 
the combination that will give the best ac- 
celeration figures for the car in question. 
Frankly, we’re very tough on our test cars 
and, when a manually operated transmission 
is provided, we throw the fastest shifts we 
can and just hope that the machinery will 
stand the strain. So far, it always has. 
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We use an “emergency getaway” tech- 
nique and this, of course, is not recommend- 
ed for daily motoring. But we do strive for 
IDEAL acceleration figures—the best that 
the car can give. Editor.

He has quarters far more 
luxurious than those found in the average 
American millionaire’s Cadillac, so should 
he object to an absence of quilted silk, Per- 
sian lamb, cut glass and Wedgwood china- 


ware? He’s probably glad that he doesn’t , 


have extra doo-dads to keep clean and shiny. 

Personally, I admire both art and in- 
dividualism. When the two combine to pro- 
duce such a magnificent example of the 
“classic car,” I do not blush with class-con- 
sciousness and inverted snobbery. Frankly, I 
covet the car like the very devil. This does 
not mean that I aspire to a title, nor lust 
to “grind the faces of the poor.”

Spotlight Detroit 


ETROIT, MICHIGAN—The tre- 

mendous popularity of European 
sports cars in America has finally cap- 
tured the auto industry’s imagination. 
Buick is the latest major producer to 
sense the trend and to dash off a show- 
piece creation, termed a “sports convert- 
ible.” Many other companies here will be 
climbing aboard the “sports car” band- 
wagon as rapidly as possible for whatever 
sales prestige is inherent in it. 

Among GM divisions, both Cadillac and 
Oldsmobile are reported to have five- 
passenger jobs nearly ready for unveiling. 
Chrysler has been testing a similar design 


New material for convertible tops is 
featured by Hudson. Of “Orlon,” a ma- 
terial highly resistant to sun and weath- 
ering, tops add only slight extra cost 


on the roadways of Detroit’s public parks 
for several weeks. 

Aside from an effort to capitalize on 
the good will and respect for sports cars 
built up since the war by the MG- 
Jaguar-Allard-Ferrari invasion of this 
country, all of these custom Detroit 
cars have two things in common. 

First, wire wheels are featured, which 
has leading sales executives in a tizzy, 
since this is a style they “unsold the 
public’ on a couple of decades ago. 
Secondly, they are “pre-test” models; but, 
should American buyers demand it, these 
cars will be placed into production next 
year. Retail prices will run about $1000 
above the cost of garden-variety con- 
vertibles. 


BUICK “SKYLARK” DATA 


Although its top executives label the 
new Buick Skylark ‘“an American-built 
ultra modern sports car,” the flashy con- 
vertible is really a customized ‘“Road- 
master.” Built on a 1952 chassis and 
powered by the big 170 bhp straight 
eight ohv engine, the only announced 
changes are to be found in styling. 

These features are highlighted by down- 
swept doors which have been cut three

inches, with the lowered top following the 
slope of the fender line. Fenders have 
been cut away to reveal chromed Italian 
wire racing wheels. Front and rear ends 
retain traditional Buick treatment. A new 
rapier-styled chrome sweepspear molding 
originates on the front fender, curves 
gently downward to the rear wheel. Here 
it sweeps sharply upward outlining the 
wheel housing, and flows back to the 
taillight. 

Inside, the front seat has been lowered 
and the seat back tailored to the level 
of the door tops. Upholstery is red cow- 
hide with narrow vertical pleats. Red car- 
peting in a special needlepoint covers the 
floor. These colors contrast strikingly with 
the car’s white exterior paint. 

The Cadillac and Olds “sports convert- 
ibles” will be given almost identical treat- 
ment, except they will reflect characteris- 
tics of their particular lines. 

Chrysler’s wire-wheeled convertible ap- 
pears to be built on a New Yorker chas- 
sis. The car is a dazzling blue with bright 
red upholstery. 


MORE HINTS FOR °53 AND BEYOND 


Use of power steering is definitely 
spreading throughout the industry. At 
least five more companies are completing 
plans to introduce it as optional equip- 
ment at the earliest possible date. 

Packard probably will be the first to 
announce it next year, and there is even 
a slight chance some of these new units 
will turn up at the tail end of the 1952

When is a sports car a sports car ? 


T LOOKS LIKE it’s time to define a 

sports car—again! Seems to us that 
the phrase is getting kicked around with 
wild abandon lately. Maybe it’s like some 
other definitions that get new meanings 
through usage; but we feel that a sports 
car and only a sports car should be called 
by that name. 

Just because sports cars are becoming 
increasingly popular in this country is no 
reason to take advantage of their popular- 
ity by calling any new convertible a sports 
car. To make a ridiculous analogy, just be- 
cause oranges would suddenly become as 
popular as apples, would a grocer re-label 
his apples “oranges”? 

It seems that the people behind naming 
new cars are either in the dark as to the 
true definition of a sports car, or that they 


| sincerely believe that any open. fast car 


qualifies as a sports car. For the first as- 
sumption there is no excuse. If you don’t 
know what something is, you should find 
out. The same holds true for the second 


| assumption. 


What, then, is a sports car? 

First of all, we must realize that body 
type has nothing to do with whether the 
car classifies as a sports car or not. It’s the 
chassis that counts. Basically, you can de- 
fine a sports car as a car designed primari- 
ly for competition, yet one that is capable 
of daily driving under normal traffic con- 
ditions. It must be rugged, have good 
roadability, be high performing, yet be 
comfortable, practical, dependable, light 
to the touch. It’s definitely a compromise 
machine—you cannot have a soft ride and 
outstanding handling characteristics in the 
same car. 

We have gone on record before with our 
description of a sports car but we will 
repeat it once more. There are certain 
other qualifications that many good sports 
cars will have, but it is generally agreed 
that every sports car will have most of 
the qualities listed here: 


1. Light, positive steering that allows 
for quick correction. 

2. Smooth, firm suspension, providing 
reasonable lateral stability on turns, 

. Favorable power-to-weight ratio, 
giving good acceleration, good econ- 
omy. Anything under 25 pounds 
per brake horsepower is fairly good; 
under 20:1 is very good. 

. Proper weight distribution fore and 
aft, with freedom from overhang. 

5. Good wheelbase-to-tread ratio and 
low center of gravity, located a 
few inches above the hub-line. 

. A minimum of unsprung weight car- 
ried below the suspension. 

. Brakes with good weight-to-lining 
ratio, which allow for quick stop- 
ping, minimum brake fade, and 
good cooling characteristics. 

. Four-speed transmission, preferably, 
although three-speed with carefully 
chosen ratios is satisfactory. 

. An engine with a bore-stroke ratio 
that limits destructive high piston 
speeds, allowing cruising at high 
speeds without exceeding 2500 feet 
per minute piston travel. 

. An engine with a compression ratio 
capable of using standard fuels. 

. Body can be any type within the 
limitations specified above, either 
open, closed or convertible, but it 
should be fairly light and have a 
low frontal area. 

The FIA, the international governing 
board of stock car records and racing of 
all types throughout the world, of which 
the AAA is the American representative, 
has specific requirements set down for a 
sports car. It seems that any manufacturer 
who calls his product a sports car but 
doesn’t meet FIA requirements, or makes 
a car that doesn’t qualify on the basis of 
performance as we have indicated above 
is laying himself wide open to criticism.

“Country Club.” 

Pontiac’s V-8 has been delayed until 
1955. according to the latest advices. 
Inability to acquire manufacturing tools 
is the reason given. 

Chevrolet is rumored to have a more 
powerful six for next year. It may rate 
as high as 120 bhp. There is also con- 
siderable speculation about a new V-8 for 
Chevy. Pilot models are reported under 
test currently. and if all goes well they 
may appear in a year or two. Bore and 
stroke is given at 3% x 3 inches. 

One of the intriguing “hush-hush” de- 
sign experiments going on in Detroit is 
a three-door sedan. A leading body build- 
er is said to have developed such a car 
on an experimental basis for an important 
independent. It has one door on the left 
side and two doors on the right, or curb, 
side. Power is supplied by a V-6 engine 
containing many aluminum components. 

Air conditioning will be available in 
some 1953 models. Frigidaire Division of

OR A LONG TIME now, custom 
car builders have been taking a piece 
off one Detroit product and putting it on 
another or adapting the lines of one stock- 
er to another, all in the interest of cre- 
ating a better-looking product. It hasn’t 
been until recently, with the advent of 
cars such as the Le Sabre, the XP-300, 
and the 195X Lincoln, that they have 
had a chance to get the future thinking of 
top automotive stylists. Now that they 
have, they are borrowing what they feel 
are the best features of these designs. 
Before you ridicule these custom car 
builders as copy artists, however, take 


another look at the Detroit product, not- 
ing the basic similarity between the 
makes. What these far-seeing custom car 
builders are doing, whether or not they 
know it, is providing a sort of testing 
laboratory, or proving ground, for all 
basic designs. As they apply a style or 
design to their own car, they are testing 
the basic design’s practicability, from 
which may evolve the car of tomorrow.

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HROUGH THE YEARS the name 

Cadillac has been synonymous with 
the word Class. Despite the fact that more 
than a million cars have been built since 
the founding of the Cadillac Automobile 
Company in 1902, the prestige of becom- 
ing a “man of distinction” in the circle of 
your society still goes with the purchase 
of a Cadillac. 

Although it may be questioned how long 
Cadillac can hold their leadership on the 
basis of class alone, Motor TREND Re- 
search’s road test of the 1952 Cadillac 
“62” four-door sedan indicates that the 
prestige factor should enable them to stay 
out front for a long time to come. A del- 
uge of questions about the styling and 
luxury of driving and owning a Cadillac 
greeted us wherever we stopped on our 
three-day, 1000-mile-long test through 
cities, over mountains, and through back- 
country. Not once were we asked about 
performance. And yet the 1952 Cadillac 
has performance, performance to match 
its class: bounding acceleration, phenome- 
nal top speed, and handling ability greatly 
improved over last year’s product. 


Power Steering—A Boon to Driving Ease 


After driving the ’52 Cad (picked up 
from the Cadillac Motor Car Division of 
Los Angeles) around the block once, we 
were amazed at the difference between it 
and our ’s51 test car. At that time we 
complained of having to tug heavily at 
the wheel in order to get around corners; 
what they’ve done this year is to devise 
a unit that frees you of this effort. As

long as the car-buying majority insists on 
a soft ride (creating the need for large 
tires, along with soft springs, etc.), power 
steering (although not standard equip- 
ment) provides the antidote. 

Cad power steering—a combination of 
conventional steering gear and hydraulic 
booster—is fairly simple in operation. 
Here’s the way it works: Whenever the 
engine is running, a pump creates hydrau- 
lic pressure that is used, through the 
actuation of suitable valves, to assist 
the driver’s steering effort. You begin to 
turn the wheel to move away from the 
curb, and as soon as you exert a pressure 
of more than three pounds the booster 
goes into operation, and your effort goes 
down to practically nothing. As you 
straighten out and drive down the street, 
the valve closes and steering becomes nor- 
mal. Out on a straight highway, you’re 
driving with conventional steering. But as 
you enter a turn which makes you exert 
an appreciable effort on the wheel, the hy- 
draulic assist again comes into operation. 
Coming out of a turn, the hydraulic pres- 


sure is automatically relieved and the 
steering wheel returns to normal. 

The most important feature of this sys- 
tem, Motor Trenp Research feels, is that 
it does not make the driver completely 
dependent on power assist. It still provides 
most of the “feel” of a conventional sys- 
tem. In the case of hydraulic failure dur- 
ing high-speed cornering, the change in ef- 
fort would be hardly noticeable; on a slow, 
city turn, you would feel a definite change. 

Unlike a car with conventional steering, 
at least unlike our ’51 test Cad, the ’52 
Cad did not get whipped from one side to 
another, either on tar strips, on railroad 
tracks or going over chuck holes. “Wheel 
fight” is virtually eliminated. All the 
hard work involved in parking is no 
longer there; instead of loads as high as 
50 pounds, maximum is eight pounds. 

Disadvantages? (1) Until you get used 
to it you have the tendency to over-con- 
trol, because you don’t realize how easy it 
is to turn a corner. Without being accused 
of crying “Wolf” we would like to point

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Cadillac Road Test 
(Continued from preceding page) 
out that drivers using this system should 
become accustomed to its ease of steering 
effort and the fact that you can over- 
control. Going into a corner, you set the 
wheel, preparing for a certain amount of 
effort. When the hydraulic assist takes 
over, your own unexpended effort turns 
the wheel an additional amount, causing 
the car to go through a shorter radius 
than required (which can cause you to 
slide or spin). (2) It drains off some of 
the increased horsepower. (3) The steer- 
ing gear box is fairly hard to service 
since it’s located under the air vent duct, 
slightly below the engine left bank, al- 

though the pump is right on top. 

The steering wheel, quite thick and easy 
to grip, is set in a good position as far as 
the seat is concerned. Driver comfort and 
safety have both been taken into account 
with the seat being adjustable to the ex- 
tent that when it is moved forward (either 
by manual control or the hydraulic-elec- 
tric system on deluxe versions) it also 
raises—a definite advantage to shorter 
persons. The full circle horn ring is re- 
cessed below the level of the wheel, and 
operates at the mere touch of the thumb 
from anywhere on its circumference. 

In genera! the car handles well, sticks in 
corners, has little tendency to break loose, 
doesn’t feel mushy, gives a fairly flat ride 
through corners taken at moderately high 
speeds. Some road shock is felt in the 
wheel but not enough to be bothersome. 
Tire squeal is there, as it will inevitably 
be with large (8.00 x 15) tires, inflated to 
their recommended pressures. 

One thing that sold us on the way the 
Cadillac handled was its reaction to cross- 
ing a railroad track of the “hump” type, 
causing any car approaching it over 30 
mph to be thrown into an unexpected leap 
through the air. We crossed it deliberately 
at twice this speed, becoming airborne for 
15 to 18 feet, a good 12 to 18 inches off 
the ground, returning to earth nose first. 
You would think it might “pancake” there, 
but steering wheel jar was at a minimum, 
there was no swerve, no sway. It just held 
a straight course, except that after the rear 
end came down, it made two fairly severe 
bumps, then quickly settled down. 


It Literally Flies—115.4 Top 


Starting with a run of about two miles 
before entering our 4-mile measured trap, 
the Cad picked up its speed phenomenally 
quickly, the needle passing the 110 peg on 
the speedometer long before the near end 
of the trap was reached. At the average 
top speed of 109.6 (the average, inciden- 
tally, of four runs, two each in opposite 
directions) there was only a trifle of 
“floating” (oscillation of the body on the 
springs, over a virtually level course). 
The car held a perfectly straight course 
on these runs—the fastest we have made

Editor’s Note: When we heard that Bill 
Pollack was going to San Francisco to 
drive in the Golden Gate Road Race and 
that he needed a ride, we suggested that 
he take the Nash Rambler, which had 
been provided by the Nash Zone Office in 
Los Angeles through the cooperation of 
Nash Motors in Kenosha, Wisconsin. As 
it worked out, our faith was well placed, 
for not only did Bill Pollack win the road 
race in a Cad-Allard, but he also gave us 
very complete impressions on the Nash 
Rambler. This, when pieced together with 
the usual comprehensive test of perform- 
ance, met the standards that we have tried 
to maintain in our road tests. 


[* 1950, MOTOR TREND RE- 
SEARCH was pleased to announce 
that Nash had revived the Nash Rambler. 
After putting a test car through its paces, 
we were even happier to say that it should 
find a definite market because of its size, 
its economy and its all-around perform- 
ance. Nothing that has happened since 
that time has changed our minds. It’s 
still a good car and seems to portend, 
even more than before, a trend toward the 
smaller motor car that this country needs 
so much.

Accessibility to distributor and valves for servicing is 
poor.

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In Europe the need for the small car is 
founded on the type of roads, taxes, and 
fuel economy. In this country these are 
not prime considerations but an equally 
important factor—the quality of cars— 
is what is bringing the popular concep- 
tion of the large car into a somewhat dif- 
ferent light. 

The Nash Rambler is a startling exam- 
ple of what can be done by a large manu- 
facturer to present the public with a car 
that will carry four people and a reason- 
able amount of baggage very comfortably. 
The car is small in size only. 


Through Heavy Road Traffic 


For our test Motor Trenp Research 
chose the Country Club model equipped 
with overdrive. Our route took us north 
from Los Angeles—for I was to drive in 
a road race at San Francisco’s Golden 
Gate Park the following day. Winding our 
way through the Memorial Day traffic 
over various grade percentages (mostly in 
the neighborhood of six per cent) we 
found that the car climbed rapidly even in 
overdrive. When it was necessary to slow 
down to pass a truck, stomping hard on 
the throttle brought an immediate surge 
forward. We don’t mean to give the im-

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HOUGH IT MAY be hard to believe, 

you—as a car owner—can get yourself 
into a spot where you can easily be sued 
when you sell your car. And don’t kid 
yourself that the person bringing suit can’t 
collect! 

How do you avoid this? Like them or 
not, government agencies can help. In this 
particular case, if you clear your car first 
through the local office of the Office of 
Price Stabilization before you sell, you can 
protect yourself. If you don’t, there’s the 
possibility you might get sued. 

How would this work? Let’s take an 
example: Suppose you have a customized 
Merc with a basic ceiling on it of $2000 
for the stock body. You have another 
$2000 in the custom work. You sell it for 
$4000 to a smooth, affable young man 
who insists on paying you with a certified 
check. 

The next day, as soon as the check has 
cleared the bank, you get a call from the 
young buyer. You overcharged him $2000, 
he says, and he’s going to report you to 
the OPS whereupon you will be criminally 
charged for violation of the law—$s5000 
and/or one year in jail. Besides this he is 
going to take you into civil court and re- 
cover, as he can under the law, three times 
the amount of the overcharge ($6000). 
Now, he doesn’t want to make all this 
trouble for you, so he’ll just take another 
$2000 for the time and trouble you’ve 
caused him, keep the car, and that’s the 


end of it. Frightened, you pay up. Net re- - 


sult: you’ve received only basic ceiling 
for an un-customized car, when you could 
have recovered most of your customizing 
costs legally through the OPS. Actually, 
the young racketeer was right—if you in- 
tentionally violate the law, you have very 
little recourse. If, however, you sell a car 
at over-ceiling prices in ignorance of the 
fact that your car does have a ceiling and 
are then given a shakedown by these same 
racketéers who specialize in buying over- 
ceiling cars and threatening you with both 
civil and criminal action—go to the OPS 
and tell all! They know this racket exists 
and are all set up to beat it, but only if 
you put yourself ‘in their hands. 

Even if you. do not get caught by the 
triple-overcharge racket, you will still face 
both criminal and civil action if your cus- 
tomer discovers the truth and reports you 
to the OPS. The men in the Enforcement 
Section are not out to clobber you around 
the ears if you’ve acted in innocence of

the meaning of the law; their job is to get 
those who violate the law intentionally. 
The burden of proof is upon you in a civil 
suit; in’a criminal charge, it is up to the 
prosecution to prove that you were not 
innocent of the law—and the OPS en- 
forcement boys are reluctant to place an 
obviously innocent party under criminal 
action. But wise guys are their meat! 

An hour’s work filling in forms is a 
small price to pay for the peace of mind 
you will have, knowing that you acted 
within the law. There is red tape—but it’s 
harder on the crook than it is on you. 

What about all this red tape? What are 
government agencies made up of . . . di- 
rectives, collations, correlations, amend- 
ments, statutes, recommendations. forms 
in triplicate, sextuplicate, dockets, anal- 
yses, interpretations, meetings, conferences 

. Red Tape! “Bureaucrats!” scream 
the businessmen. 

“How’s that again?” asks the man on 
the agency staff. “Until a year ago, I was 
a businessman myself, an auto dealer for 
30 years. Just because I’m working for a 
different outfit now doesn’t make me a 
new breed of man—a visitor from another 
planet sent to harass mankind. My job, 


here in the automotive section of the OPS, 
is to see that the economy of a country at 
war stays as stable as possible. These 
forms, these pieces of paper, are my tools. 
Sure, there are snafus, confusion, overlap 
—show me any new corporation as big as 
this that doesn’t have the same trouble.” 

How does the Office of Price Stabiliza- 
tion affect you and me, the automobile 
owners of the U.S.? Most people think 
that price ceilings and selling regulations 
apply only to the dealers, wholesalers, 
those who make a living in the automobile 
business. Prepare for a shock—you, as an 
individual, are just as responsible for 
maintaining the economic stability of this 
country as those in business. Whether you 
own a restyled stock car, a sports car ei- 
ther foreign or your own special, a custom, 
a classic, or a strictly stock job—the OPS 
applies to you, and here.is how it works. 

Every automobile made in the U.S. 
since 1932 has a ceiling price. Any car 
more than 20 years old (it used to be 25) 
is now classed as an antique and has no 
ceiling. The product of any auto manufac- 
turer out of the business since June 24, 
1950, or any car not listed in the original 
OPS ceiling price list does not have a ceil- 


Why bother with the OPS red tape when 
selling your car? Read what has happened — 


to others, then you'll follow this advice

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ing. Example: Duesenberg, Cord, Hup- 
mobile, Franklin, Stutz—the orphan 
makes, in other words. A few orphans are 
listed in the original ceiling price list 
(known as Appendix “A” of Ceiling Price 
Regulation 94): American Bantam, Gra- 
ham, LaSalle are these. If you own a car 
that has no ceiling, sell it for anything you 
can get—“You will not be affecting the 
economy of the country,” the criteria of 
the OPS in all decisions. 

How about my 1936 Ford roadster, you 
ask, or my 1939 Buick sedan, or any other 
standard make stock car made prior to 
1940? The ceiling price list begins with the 
1940 models and lists them under a blan- 
ket price; i.e., “Buick 1940, series 40, all 
body styles, Buick 1940, series 50 (Super), 
all body styles, etc.” The 1940 ceiling is 
the ceiling for your car if it was built be- 
tween 1932-1940. Example: The ceiling 
on a 1940 Ford sedan is around $320-$340, 
depending on what area of the country 
you live in and what quarterly deduction 
will be in effect. A 1934 Ford sedan would 
have the same ceiling. 

What’s this about area and deductions? 
Well, the U.S. is divided into three re- 
gions: A, the eastern states and some mid- 


Orphan makes (like this Duesenberg 
not in production) have no ceilings 
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west and southern states; B, the southern, 
midwestern, and some far western states; 
C, the Pacific Coast states plus Arizona, 
Utah, Idaho, and Nevada. 

Quarterly deductions work like this: 
The price listed for a car in the OPS list 
is the ceiling as of November 20, 1951. 
For each quarter of a year (three months) 
since then, you deduct two per cent of 
that price. Example: The listed ceiling 
price of a 1941 Lincoln Continental con- 
vertible (absolutely stock, without the 
Liqua drive available that year) in New 
York (Region A) is listed as $610; deduct 
two per cent as of January 1, 1952; from 
this figure deduct two per cent as of April 
1, 1952; from the figure derived deduct 
two per cent as of July 1, 1952; and, if 
you buy the car after November 1, 1952, 
deduct another two per cent for the ceil- 
ing of the car as of that date. Obvious 
advice to car buyers: Don’t buy a car on 
December 31, March 31, June 30, or 
October 31—wait 24 hours and save the 
two per cent.

thing onto the price—with the exception 
of overdrive, automatic transmissions, and 
special compressor-type refrigerated air 
conditioners. Example: a 1951 Merc con- 
vertible with Merc-o-Matic drive, radio, 
heater, takes the ceiling for the car for 
your region—make the proper deductions. 
The list specifies an amount to be added 
for the Merc-o-Matic. Don’t add this to 
the price yet. Make two per cent deduc- 
tions from this figure just as you did for 
the car itself. then add the reduced figure 
to the car’s corrected ceiling. You may 
not add anything for the radio or heater. 
But: If the car does not have a radio and 
heater in it and the owner or dealer has 
these units for sale, their price and instal- 
lation charge may be added to the ceiling, 
if you want them. You do not have to buy 
them if they are not on the car. If the in- 
dividual selling the car removes its radio 
and heater, charges you ceiling price for 
the car, then requires additional payment 
for the removed equipment—report him 
to the OPS; this is an evasion of the regu- 
lations. Under every make and model car- 
rying overdrive or automatic transmis- 
sion as optional equipment, you will find 
a price to be added to the car’s ceiling. If 
this equipment was standard, there will 
be no price listed to add. 

Now comes the hard part. What about 
my 1949 Ford convertible with its Cad 
engine? What about my Doray-Built spe- 
cial sports custom? What about my Ayala- 
restyled Chev Bel-Air? My 1934 Packard 
V-12 LeBaron convertible? My 1935 Rolls 
Royce? Do these cars have ceilings? 

Yes, they do, and there is a specific sec- 
tion of the used car ceiling price regula- 
tions that takes care of them. It is called 
“Section ITH” and remember that desig- 
pation.

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How Know Your Car 


@AFETY, AUTOMOBILE-WISE, de- 
pends upon two prime elements— 

“driver” and “car.” If the driver has a 
personal interest in the safety factors of 
his car, he is probably a safe driver. 

Generally speaking, cars which are kept 
in top notch condition are least likely to 
be involved in accidents. This not only ap- 
plies to the mechanical end but to the ap- 
pearance end as well. 

The purpose of this article is to provide 
a guide to the mechanical parts of your 
car that involve a safety factor to safe 
driving. A safe car will depend upon the 
driver being able to spot unsafe conditions 
and make corrections before they become 
serious. 


Do You Have Proper Lights? Fail- 
ures in the electrical systems can be the 
cause of many serious accidents. Faulty 
wiring may cause a fire, or improperly 
aimed headlights may blind an approach- 
ing driver as well as prevent you from see- 
ing obstructions on the road. Headlights 
should be checked at least twice a year 
for proper operation on both high and low 
beams, for sufficient candlepower. and 
proper focusing. Every light on the car 
should be checked, particular attention 
being placed upon proper operation of the 
turn signals and stop lights. The battery 
mounting should be tight to avoid vibra- 
tion and damage, cables should be exam- 
ined for frayed insulation and corroded or 
loose terminals. 


Do Your Tires Wear Unevenly? Y our 
tires should be inflated according to the 
pressure noted by the manufacturer. If 
the center of the tread is worn, while the 
outer tread is not, you have been using 
too much pressure. If the outer edges are 
worn, while the center tread is not, you 
have been using too low a pressure. It is 
also a good idea to check your tires peri- 
odically for cuts, cracks, or abnormally 
high spots on both tread and sidewalls. 


Do Your Wheels Shimmy? To check 
the condition of these units, raise your 
wheels from the ground by jack or hoist. 
With one hand grasp the top of the wheel, 
with the other hand grasp the bottom. 
Then attempt to move the wheel with a 
push-pull motion. If there is any vertical 
free play over % inch, you have either 
defective wheel bearings or the king pins 
and/or bushings are worn excessively, and 
should be replaced.

Hood Latch? Particular attention should 
be paid to latches on alligator-type hoods. 
When and if this type hood flies open, it 
is at high speed.

Be sure and check the oper- 
ation of the hood latch and the safety 
catch for proper operation. 


Do Your Wheels Hop? An indication 
that your car has faulty wheel balance 
will be noted by an irregular tread wear 
or cupping of the tires, and can be felt as 
a vibration or wheel hopping at medium 
speeds. Wheels that are out of alignment 
will show on the tires as abnormal wear on 
either the inside or outside edges of the 
tread, and results in poor handling quali- 
ties. It is usually accompanied by excessive 
tire squeal on tight turns. 


Do Your Brakes Stop You in Tim#

Does Your Muffler Leak? Everyone 
knows the danger of carbon monoxide poi- 
son and to prevent its entrance into the 
car, the exhaust system should have peri- 
odic checks for leaks at all joints, and the 
pipes and muffler checked for holes due 
to burn out. Leakage can be more easily 
detected by running a little kerosene 
through the carburetor and watching for 
smoke at all connections.

that it should have. Scratched glass can 
also be a driving hazard, especially at 
, night, as it reduces visibility due to the 
scratches reflecting oncoming lights. 


Door Locks? Door latches should work 
properly, and all windows that won’t roll 
up or down tend to create a hazard. as the 
driver would be at a disadvantage in try- 
ing to make proper arm signals. 


Universal Joints, Rear Axle? During 
normal driving, the suggestion of any ab- 
normal play in the drive system should be 
investigated. The clutch may be slipping 
and in need of adjustment, universal 
joints may be worn, rear end out of ad- 
justment resulting in excessive gear tooth 
end play. And in cases where rear brake 
drums are keyed to axles, wear of key or 
keyway will require replacement. 


Do You Have a Smooth Ride? Shock 
absorbers are a must for a properly han- 
dling car. They should be checked fre- 
quently by bouncing the car up and down 
and by noting how quickly the car stops 
oscillating. If the car is pushed down, it 
should rebound past the starting point and 
then come to rest. All mounting bolts 
should be tight and all linkage checked for 
excessive wear. Any indication of leaks is 
cause for repair or replacement. The 
springs should be checked at the same 
time making sure there are no broken 
leaves or worn shackles, and that all 
mounting bolts are tight. 


Do You Have Control of Your Car? 
Probably the best visible evidence that 
something is wrong with the steering sys- 
tem is the steering wheel itself. If there 
are more than 2% inches of free play in 
the steering wheel, the steering system is 
excessively loose and should be checked. 
A car is momentarily out of control every 
time the driver has to take up slack in the 
linkage. By having someone move the 
wheel back and forth while you look, 
loose tie-rod or drag link ends, a loose 
pitman arm, or loose idler arm mountings 
may be noted. If all of these points appear 
correct, the excessive play is probably 
in the steering gear box.

A $7,000 CADILLAC 


HANCES ARE YOU would be de-

But not Louis Mattar, a San Diego garage- 
man. He wanted his Cadillac loaded with 
extras—$7,000 worth.

From the outside, the car looks just like 
any other four-year-old sedan of the same 
make.

Mattar pointed them out. One rests im- 
mediately below the car’s insignia, the 
other behind the front license plate. Why 
speakers?

Innocent, that is, 
until it’s unscrewed and a long metal tube 
screwed into the hole.

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PORTS CAR RACES are fascinating 

fun to participants and furnish fine 
copy to members of the press, but what 
do they have to offer spectators? To find 
out the answer to that question we at- 
tended a road race last month as one of 
the crowd, hiding our pressbadge that 
usually entitles us to vantage seats and 
special privileges. We relied instead on the 
information accessible to everybody who 
watches the race. 

We picked Torrey Pines, near San Di- 
ego, as representative of a good typical 
race.

beehive of activity and commotion. 

Unfortunately the activity was largely 
meaningless to us since the public address 
system was audible only at the finish line 
and spectators in our area were never cer- 
tain as to who was in what car and as to 
who won. It seemed that one-simple meth- 
od of letting the spectators know the win- 
ning driver (or drivers) would have been 
for the victor to hold a checkered flag. 
circling the course at the end of the event, 
or better still, have the first, second, and 
third place winners, with bahners on their 
cars signifying their achievement, circle 
the course. Of course, if you keep a lap 
chart, you know who won, but you're gen- 
erally too busy concentrating on the num- 
bers to follow all the action. 

As a spectator, I came away from the

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Cadillac Road Test

(by eight mph) with any American stock 
car Motor Trenp Research has tested. 
With the new “performance range” 
Hydra-Matic, the Cadillac can definitely 
take advantage of its increased power, 
utilize it with a greater versatility, though 
at the sacrifice of completely automatic 
driving. Like other General Motors cars, 
this transmission provides manual control 
over two gears (third and fourth) in the 
driving, “pr,” range. For city traffic and 
mountainous driving you use third, which 
gives you less lugging, more engine brak- 
ing, less economy. On the open road you 
use fourth, which is considerably more eco- 
nomical, giving you two to 2% mpg more 
than third gear in 30 to 45 mph speed 
ranges. Up around 60 mph, of course, you 
are winding the engine too tightly in third 
gear for best fuel economy, so it’s best to 
use fourth in the higher speed ranges. 
For some reason, or reasons, unex- 
plained at the time of this writing, the 
’52 Cadillac gave us considerably less fuel 
economy than our ’51 test car. Weights 
were approximately the same (4420 vs. 
4510), rear axle ratios were the same 
(each 3.36:1), testing conditions were the 
same. There are, of course, differences be- 
tween seemingly identical cars. Another 
explanation could be that the ’51 Cads 
were slightly overboard fuel economy-wise, 
with the carburetor power jets set too 
high for best acceleration performance. 


The 12-inch ribbed brake drums in the 
’52 Cadillac are both stronger and larg- 
er, allow for more effective cooling 


Unfortunately, the way the Hydra-Mat- 
ic gear selector is set up, it’s sometimes 
difficult to read what gear you are in. For 
us it wasn’t hard, because in tests such as 
we make our ears are attuned to the 
sound of the engine. We can tell by the 
number of revs it is turning up what 


gear it is in. For the person who drives 
a car automatically, paying little attention 
to the car once it’s rolling, a better selector 
dial would be desirable. There is only the 
smallest of tick marks to indicate the dif- 
ference between third and fourth gears. 


Accelerates Like Some Sports Cars 


With a power/weight ratio (number of 
pounds that each horsepower has to push) 
of one to 23.7, the Cadillac was bound to 
have much better than average accelera- 
tion. As it worked out, running accelera- 
tion checks through various gears, using 
high alone, clocking to certain speeds and 
to distances, the ’52 Cadillac turned in a 
most creditable performance—best of any 
stock car tested so far this year. Its “drag- 
ging” qualities were comparable to those 
of some sports cars. As an example, its 
speed at the end of the 4-mile trap was 
72 mph, a speed attained in 18.4 seconds, 
much better than average. 

Pick-up was somewhat better using the 
Low range of Hydra-Matic, then shifting 
to third gear of pRIvE, which kept the 
car in second gear for a longer period of 
time than is possible using DRIVE alone. 
The shift was made at around 42 mph, 
whereas in DRIVE the shift is automatical- 
ly made at around 30 mph. 

With a Cadillac you would expect to 
get a better ride than in any other car on 
the road—an expectation that is not re- 
alized. Although the front and rear seat 
rides are comfortable and you don’t have 
to brace yourself for ordinary curves (you 
do for fast, sharp ones), the high spring 
rates, canted shock absorbers and anti- 
sway bars still seem insufficient to bring 
the ride up to Cadillac standards. 

Rear end bottoming was not noticeable 
from the driver’s seat, or from any other 
place within the car, but when we placed 
the car on a hoist to check the underside, 
we discovered a point of contact between 
the left rear leaf spring and the gas tank 


filler neck. This was probably inadvertent- 


interference, however, and not bottoming. 


Plush, Comfortable Interior 


It is easy to get into and out of either 
front or rear seat of the 52 Cadillac. 
There are 35 and 28 inches, respectively, 
of space designed. to give you plenty of 
maneuvering room. Once youre seated, 
you find you have all sorts of legroom. 
A diagonal drawn from the floorboard to 
the front of the front seat to the seat- 
back measures 44 inches; from the floor- 
board to the front of the rear seat to the 
seatback measures 3844 inches. Headroom 
is ample, 34 inches both front and rear. 
When you’re behind the wheel, there’s 
plenty of freedom for your left leg; even 
if you’re the middle passenger in the front 
seat, the transmission tunnel doesn’t cut 
down your legroom excessively. 

The plain instrument panel is free of 
knobs, incorporates a large glove compart- 
ment, but a dull finish would eliminate 
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some of the glare from the painted top. 
The instrument cluster (placed behind a 
glass that picks up too many reflections) 
has an extremely legible speedometer, fuel 
and water temperature gauges that are 
jairly small and located somewhat low for 
easiest reading. Red lights are used to in- 
dicate low oil pressure and low generator 
charging rates. 

Controls are all within easy reach, and 
though the ratchet-type emergency brake 
is located on the left side, it’s simple to 
oull to the on position. When it is on, a 
red warning light, located above the 50 to 
5o mark on the speedometer, flashes off 
ind on. The ignition key is also the starter 
switch, with a cut-out to prevent the en- 
gine from being started when the car is in 
gear. 


No noticeable blind spots are evident | 


from within the Cadillac: the triangular- 
shaped windshield post is slim and angled 
properly; the rear quarter panel is down 
to a bare minimum; the glare-proof, two-

position, rear view mirror has several ad- 
justments to reduce the blind spot nor- 
mally created to the right front; but a 
lower hood line, or higher fender (as some 
of the manufacturers are using) would 
help distance-judgment in traffic. 

All appointments are of usual Cadillac 
elegance, with the possible exception of 
the rear quarter windows. These have 
small pull-and-twist handles that are awk- 
ward to operate; it seems that a luxury car 
like the Cad should have window cranks. 

Construction of the body, which has 
only superficial 1952 styling changes, is 
about average; here again, its finish did 
not seem up to the par of what you have 
grown to expect from Cadillacs. Hood and 
trunk lid are both easily raised; the well- 
braced, undercoated hood by an outside

A Long Line of V-8s 


It’s inevitable that the Cadillac V-8 for 
1952 would have more horsepower, greater 
efficiency, and easier accessibility for serv- 
icing—it has behind it 37 years of engine 
building, starting with the pioneering of 
the water-cooled V-8 of 1914—an engine 
smaller (314 cubic inches) than today’s, 
developing only 60 hp. The present Cad 
engine, basically the same as the over- 
head job introduced in 1949, has 30 ad- 
ditional horsepower—developed at a rate 
higher by 200 rpm than previously— 
gained through a four-barrel carburetor 
and a general opening up of the intake 
and exhaust systems. The carburetor uses 
two barrels for part-throttle driving, call- 


| ing on the other two for maximum power 
| requirement conditions. The intake mani-

fold has been enlarged, as have the ex- 
haust valves and exhaust ports. The ex- 
haust system uses independent exhaust 
pipes (not headers) for each bank of the 
engine, one large and one small muffler 
for each pipe, ending through the outer 
ends of the rear bumper (giving added 
road clearance over steep driveways and 
dips, which often cause flattening of the 
tail pipes). The smaller mufflers. known as 
resonators, are for removing noise fre- 
quencies which cannot be removed by the 
regular mufflers. Cadillac is striving for a 
completely silent exhaust system. 
Placement of the various components of 


the engine were made apparently with an 
eye to ease of service; the oil filler neck 
and both fuel filters are out in the open; 
the distributor is in a good location; all 
spark plugs (except no. 1 and 4 on the 
right bank) are simple to remove; valve 
covers are easily detached; the only thing 
in the way of servicing the distributor is 
the removal of the large carburetor air 
cleaner. 


Better Brakes This Year 


The only changes, but welcomed, to the 
’52 chassis (or running gear) are the larger

front (12-inch) ribbed brake drums that 
are both stronger and allow more effective 
cooling. With the increased horsepower, 
providing more acceleration and top speed, 
better brakes are called for. At no time 
during the normal performance of our 
test (except at the tail end of our full-on 
brake stops) did the Cad brakes fade. Re- 
covery was very rapid. Compared to last 
year’s test car, brake stopping distances 
remained about the same at 30 mph. 
increased at 45 and were greatly reduced 
(by 22 feet) at 60 mph (see Test Table). 


Another Stride Forward 


With the introduction of its Golden An- 
niversary Cadillac, the Cadillac Motor Car 
Company has taken another stride forward 
in producing pioneering innovations: the 
multi-cylinder engine; the first to equip 
cars with electric starting, lights and igni- 
tion; the first to build a water-cooled V-8 
engine. Even though the 1952 Cadillac 
doesn’t have the distinction of introducing 
another new automotively world-shaking 
development, the combination of power 
steering, 190 horsepower engine, luxurious- 
ness of interior and fantastically low de- 
preciation make it a car to be desired.

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SERVICING YOUR CAR 


A simple treatment, especially 
during the hot season, may 
save expensive replacement 


By Frank M. Thoroughman 


‘WHERE IS SOME tendency for weath- 
erstripping, particularly on pleasure 
cars, to dry out and deteriorate quickly 
during the higher temperatures of summer. 
Moreover, deteriorated weatherstripping 
frequently causes frictional noises at the 
doors and deck lid to say nothing of its 
inability to keep out water. Often these 
noises are attributed to unsatisfactory 
alignment of doors, etc.; however, a thor- 
ough examination may fail to locate any 
misalignment or mechanical deficiency. 

It is possible to retain the resilience and 
pliability of weatherstripping for many 
years with a little effort. An application of 
glycerin and powdered graphite once each 
year will insure the ultimate in weather- 
strip life. 

For so cents one can procure both a 
small quantity of glycerin and a tube of 
powdered graphite from his druggist and 
service station proprietor, respectively. 
Experience has proven that it is best to 
apply each separately, first the glycerin 
and then the graphite. 

Pour a few drops of glycerin on a small 
cloth and rub briskly over the weather- 


Fifty cents will buy a small quantity of 
glycerin and a tube of powdered graph- 
ite, all that’s needed for this simple job 
of preventive care used by many dealers

strip. If small beads of glycerin remain on 
the surface, do not rub them off. Next 
apply the powdered graphite either direct- 
ly from the tube or by cloth used in ap- 
plying the glycerin... Rub powdered 
graphite on weatherstrip until it retains a 
metallic gray appearance. If the surface 
appears moist after the application of 
both the glycerin and graphite, do not 
wipe off as this will disappear in a day or 
two, contingent upon the atmospheric 
temperature. Care should be exercised 
during application to keep the upholstery 
and trim free of graphite. While treating 
the stripping, it is also advisable to ce- 
ment the loose spots down with a good 
adhesive, one type to be used for rubber 
and a different type for synthetic rubber 
(generally installed on post-war cars). 

The preceding treatment is used exten- 
sively by reputable dealers on new cars 
before delivery.

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tion when dealing with the local branch 
of the OPS. This is how you get a ceiling 
on a custom car. 

You write, telephone, or telegraph to 
the nearest branch of the OPS (listed un- 
der “U.S. Government” in the telephone 
directory) and ask for a “Request for 
Price Increase” form as applied to the 
Section 2 H, CPR 94, as mentioned above. 
Let’s assume the forms have arrived; 
we'll fill them out together. You’ve re- 
ceived two copies of the form—one goes 
to the OPS, the other is for you to keep. 
The form begins with the usual requests: 
name of car, year, model, motor number, 
etc. For most cars, this information will 
be easy to supply. For the special sports 
custom, you’ll have to qualify your state- 
ment slightly; for instance, a special sports 
job’s name can be the name you’ve given 
it, but add the name of the make from 
which most parts came. If you have a 
Merc engine, a 1932 Ford chassis, cus- 
tom body, indicate the engine-chassis in- 
formation here. 

The next section of the blank is impor- 
tant. The ceiling price as listed in the OPS 
list is requested. If your car is a 1949 
Ford convertible, customized by chopping, 
channeling, etc., enter here the ceiling 
price for the stock Ford convertible as 


| listed, with deductions for quarter-year 


periods. You can get this ceiling by re- 
questing it when you ask for your blank, 
you can write or telephone the OPS for 
the information—or you can just leave it 
blank as long as you specify exactly what 


| basic make, model and year car has been 
| customized. The OPS man will insert 


the correct ceiling later. 

The next question asks what ceiling you 
want placed on the car. Don’t be bashful, 
say what you want to get out of your car. 
The OPS reports that many times the car 
can be given a much higher ceiling than 
the one requested. 

The next blank asks for the cost of the 
bodywork (and/or engine work) that 
made the car a custom car. If the car is 
an unlisted car, such as a foreign job like 
the Rolls or the special-bodied Packard 


| mentioned as examples above, state the 


original cost of the car if you know it. 
These changes or costs must be listed in 


| very specific detail. You are now asked to 
| attach duplicate copies of bills for the 


work done on the car or photostats of the 
bills. If you do not have these, having 


_ done the work yourself, bought the car 


from someone who had the work done, or 
mislaid these bills, you must take the car 
to a custom body shop or to an experi- 
enced bodywork man and get his estimate 
for duplicating the work done. You should 
offer to pay the expert for his time, by 
the way. If there is no one in your locality 
who can make this estimate for you, the 
next requirement may help you out of 


this predicament. You are to enclose pho- 
tographs of the car. If you have copies of 
your bills, a full side, front, rear view 
should be sufficient. If you don’t have bill 
copies, can’t get an expert’s estimate of 
the work done, it will pay you to take 
several pictures of the car showing all de- 
tails—and make sure they are good pic- 
tures; pay a professional to do it if neces- 
sary. 

When you've finished this itemization 
of all custom work done on the car, all its 
special features (interior, exterior, me- 
chanic ' and otherwise), supply the OPS 
with t’ dates on which the work was 
done—.isis, too, is very important, as we 
will show later. The balance of the form 
is easy to fill out—name, address, phone 
number, etc. When you sign this form, 
remember these words spoken by an OPS 
auto specialist: “. . . I can spot a phony 
application in two minutes. We check 
every car given an adjusted ceiling by 
this office just to make sure that the car 
was sold at that ceiling. When you fill out 
one of the forms—it better be truthful!” 

What happens to your form after it 
reaches the OPS office? First, your form 
and material is placed in a docket (some- 
thing like a doctor’s case history of a pa- 
tient); then it goes to the legal depart- 
ment to see if the car actually can be 
called “substantially modified from its 
original design” as the regulations require. 
Your claim now goes to what is known as 
a commodity specialist, or business ana- 
lyst, an expert in automobiles in this case. 
He looks over your form and enclosures 
quickly to see if the car is really custom 
—and these men really know their cus- 
toms. Right here is where many applica- 
tions get thrown out. For instance, if your 
car is only dechromed and dropped with 
lowering blocks, or has umpteen pieces of 
chrome all over it—forget it, this is not 
substantial modification. If you claim that 
the car has been customized mechanically 
and all you’ve done is put in a replace- 
ment engine with a few pieces of chrome 
riding on the block—you’re dead, too. 
The mechanical modifications must be for 
performance, not maintenance. A Cad en- 
gine in a Ford is obviously a performance 
modification, whereas a later model stock 


“My car broke down. Would you mind 
driving me to church, Mr. Peaker?” 
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Ford engine is not enough modification. 
However, a Lincoln V-8, either the ohv or 
L-head, or a Merc engine installed in a 
\-12 Lincoln Continental is an obvious 
performance modification. 

The business analyst makes a thorough 
study of your car, even to the point of 
viewing it personally if it is a very ex- 
pensive job or if he is not sure exactly 
what you did to it. He checks every point 
carefully—and he’s particularly adept at 
noticing such things as a different license 
plate showing in the photo compared to 
your registration. He knows how much it 
costs usually to lower a car by coil-cutting, 
coil heating, blocks, or flattening. He can 
spot a padded bill in a minute, a retouched 
photo in half that time. If he’s in doubt at 
all, he asks to see the car. 

Remember the question on the form 
asking when the work was done? Here is 
why that question is asked: When the 
analyst begins the work of assigning a 
new ceiling to the car, he adds up the 
total cost of the customizing, deducts 20 
per cent of this figure if the work was done 
more than go days ago (if the work is new- 
er than this, he doesn’t make this deduc- 
tion). If your custom work costs $2000, 
you can see that this deduction is going 
to amount to $400, a lot of money. So he 
checks this claim very carefully. If there’s 
any doubt—he deducts it. It must be a 
clear-cut case. Then he deducts two per 
cent for each quarter of a year passed 
since the work was done; this is the de- 
preciation, the same as the two per cent 
depreciation that the car goes through 
each quarter. This reduced total cost of 
customizing is added to the present ceiling 
of the basic car—and that is your new 
ceiling for the car. 

If, at the same time you submit your 
request form, you submit a signed, no- 
tarized statement from a prospective cus- 
tomer for your car to the effect that this 
customer is willing to pay a specified sum 
for the car, regardless of what ceiling is 
assigned it, this will influence the analys! 
in making his decision but it will not nec- 
essarily be the ceiling. 

When he has finished making his rec- 
ommendations. your forms go through 
nine other men who check and cross-check 
all figures, make sure that the decision is 
within the regulations, and affirm the le- 
gality of the text and contents. The new 
ceiling will then be forwarded to you. De- 
spite all this paperwork, the average re- 
quest goes through the OPS in. 10 days 
and in no instance will it take more than 
30 days. The rumors you may have heard 
about these decisions taking months are 
false, now that the final assignment of 
ceiling does not have to clear through 
Washington. 

Whether you like the red tape or not, 
getting a ceiling clearance on your car 
when you sell it is well worth the trouble, 
especially when you realize that you are 
insuring yourself against suit. —G. Finneran

years’ research. It will be offered as op- 
tional equipment by Cadillac and Olds- 
mobile as a starter. 

The mechanism includes a rotary com- 
pressor mounted on the engine, and a 
cooler containing harmless Freon-gas 
which occupies a small space in the rear 
deck without reducing luggage area. A 
single control will be located on the car 
dashboard. Temperature may be main- 
tained at any level by pre-setting a ther- 
mostat. Only six blocks of driving is 
needed to cool a car, even in 110-degree 
heat! 


Two New Transmissions 


Much of the engineering work in De- 
troit these days is being concentrated 
upon improvement of automatic trans- 
missions. Objectives of these experiments 
are to improve gas mileage and overall 
performance. 

Chrysler Engineering Division _ has 
brought out a new torque converter for 
use as special equipment on “Windsor” 
six-cylinder models and DeSoto V-8 
“FireDome” models, replacing the previ- 
ous Tip-Toe Shift With Fluid Drive on 
the latter cars. Both Chevrolet and Buick 
are understood to be making changes in 
‘“Powerglide” and “Dynaflow.” 

Possibly the most closely guarded trans- 
mission secret in the industry is locked 
in the vaults of Detroit Gear Division, 
Borg-Warner Corporation. This company 
has successfully completed an_ experi- 
mental unit for the Jaguar Mark VI] 
sedan, and several have been shipped te 
England for further testing. 

As accurately as it is possible to learn 
the Jag transmission approximates the 
system BW developed for Studebaker. It 
has other advanced features, however, such 
as a lock-out which permits starting in 
either low or high range. Another novel 
possibility is the ability to shift into re- 
verse or park while traveling at any 
speed. Nothing happens until the car 
reaches a near standstill. 

The original selector unit installation, 
made for a Detroit-owned Jaguar, was on 
the floor at the gear shift stick. There is 


“Good heavens, Ethel, you’ve driven 
right over my rake.” 
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every possibility of modifying this so that 
the shift lever and indicator will be lo- 
cated on the steering column. Under pres- 
ent plans, Jaguar is expected to offer the 
transmission as optional equipment. 

Several unique features highlight Chrys- 
ler’s new simplified fluid torque drive. It 
is a high performance converter which for 
the first time in the industry’s history 
combines a common oil supply with the 
engine; because of high breakaway torque 
multiplication characteristics, greatly im- 
proved starting and acceleration is claimed; 
in fact, better performance in the “driving 
range” is now insured than could previ- 
ously be obtained in the “power range”; 
manual shifting is virtually eliminated, 
since under normal driving conditions the 
operator need only use the shift lever 
tor reverse or to disconnect the drive 
irain; a reserve low, or power range, is 
provided for emergency requirements. 

Use of the combined oil system elimi- 
nates a separate pump in the converter, 
the separate converter oil supply and the 
separate oil cooler in the engine cooling 
system. Oil is air-cooled by high per- 
formance blades on the outside of the 
converter shell. 

Engineering Division tests show that 
the useful life of the engine oil is ac- 
tually prolonged. In normal driving a 


change is required only twice a year, 
and 26 quarts will take care of all needs. 

Accelerator-controlled upshifts and 
downshifts may still be made with the 
two manually selected speed ranges (driv- 
ing and power), and automatic downshifts 
occur at 10 mph in the former range 
and five mph in the latter. Up to 45 mph 
the transmissidn may be shifted from 
fourth to third for extra power by de- 
pressing the accelerator pedal to the floor 
boards. 


Stock Car Racing Notes 


Detroit’s second annual 250-mile stock 
car race was swept by Hudson Hornets. 
Rumors circulating around the Motor City 
indicate a number of companies are slight- 
ly upset over showings of their products 
in this event, and plan to take a more 
active interest in development of cars 
for this purpose. 

The Hornets came home in the first 
three places, followed by an Olds 88 and 
a 1951 Chrysler. By next year, competi- 
tion is expected to be even keener. Chev- 
rolet is said to have an engine which will 
enable it to compete, Oldsmobile hopes 
for victory, Cadillac should show better, 
and another member of the big three 
may extend some aid to drivers.

Nash Rambler Road Test

pression that the Rambler is a little bomb, 
but it does have the urge (up to 60 mph) 
that you need for most purposes. 
Taking side roads we found many long 
stretches where the car cruised-at between 
75 and 80 miles an hour (indicated). A 
careful watch was kept on the tempera- 
ture gauge. Although it was a real desert 
day with the thermometer above go°, the 
temperature never got over normal. 


Up and Down Steep Inclines 


Arriving in San Francisco, the “vertical 
city,’ we were somewhat hesitant about 
tackling the first really steep incline. We 
naturally had disengaged the overdrive and 
the fairly low rear end ratio (4.4:1) gave 
the car the tractive effort necessary to 
make its way up the hills without any 
sign of bogging down or faltering. In 
many instances we accelerated past much 
larger cars with more powerful engines, 
which proves that it’s neither the size of 
the car nor the power of the engine alone 
that makes for a good performing auto- 
mobile. The real criterion is the balance 
between these two factors. For its size 
the Nash Rambler has adequate power, 
even though the engine does not rate high 
in the current horsepower race. It appears, 
however, that they have succeeded in ob- 
taining excellent fuel economy while still 
maintaining good performance. 

Side roads are a good test of a car’s

handling qualities because the surfaces are 
never quite as good as superhighways. In 
addition, one finds many trucks using 
these roads which adds to the hazard of 
cruising at high speed. With the Rambler 
we found that immediately on entering a 
high-speed turn, the car had a tendency 


to heel over, but to our surprise, this sway- | 


ing or heeling did not increase as we pro- 
gressed through the turn. The car 
merely takes its angle at the moment of 
entering a turn and then refuses to go any 
farther, very similar in reaction to a tor- 
sion bar-sprung car. This is satisfying as 
one then knows exactly how far the car 
will lean and that the car will skid before 
it will lean any more. 


Fine Roadability 


At one point in our trip we were enter- | 


ing a turn at about 60 mph when we were 
forced, by oncoming traffic, to swerve to 
the shoulder of the road. There was a 
deep rut on this shoulder that was not 
apparent until we were on top of it. The 
car had already achieved its full amount 
of lean and the rut was no worse than if 
we had encountered the same condition 
going absolutely straight. Therefore, we 
feel that the car has good roadability 
under adverse conditions. 

The car is slightly heavy in the front 
end but that is a complaint common to 
all U.S.-manufactured cars. Why is this 
necessary? The current trend is to move 
the power units further forward to gain 
more passenger space. It can be argued 
that since both the passengers and the

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engine cannot occupy the same space, 
one has to go. The passengers should not 
move since this is their logical position, 
but what about the engine? 
One solution is to keep the engines where 
they are but make them lighter. Aluminum 
engine blocks and all of the components 
would, to a large measure, decrease the 
weight. If for no other reason than that 
it would make a saving of precious steel, 
Motor TREND Research feels that many 
manufacturers are now researching this 
possibility. 


Slow Down or Stop 


Whether you demand the ultimate in 
quick stops from high speeds or wish to 
slow down slightly for some road hazard, 
the brakes of the Nash Rambler work 
smoothly and evenly. The nose dips slight- 
ly when braking hard but this is not too 
serious a disadvantage unless the weight 
shift is so great as to cause the rear wheels 
to lock. Although it is possible to lock 
the wheels of any car with adequate brakes, 
we found no such tendency on the Ram- 
bler. Two objections to the brakes are 
that too much pedal pressure is required 
and that the brakes fade noticeably after 
hard usage (a fault common to too many 
cars today). 


Economy Is the Byword 


A significant accomplishment is its high 
actual road miles per gallon—Nash Mo- 
tors has made economy the byword of the 
Rambler. The figures shown in the Test 
Table are the best proof of this. 

Oil consumption was a nominal 114 
quarts for the entire trip (close to 1000 
miles). Considering that our speeds were 
fast, this consumption is not high. 

One of the most important factors in- 


fluencing the purchaser of an automobile 
is the car’s comfort—or lack of it, as the 
case may be. It makes no difference how 
good the car looks nor how much power 
it has, if the driver can’t reach the pedals. 
if the seat doesn’t support his back, he 
simply will not buy the car. In this re- 
spect the comfort of the Rambler is akin 
to a Damon Runyon story—there are sev- 
eral items that seem to stand in the way 
of complete comfort and yet at the end 
of the story there is a twist. 


Passengers Enjoy Comfort 


On the way to San Francisco we had 
noted several objections to the car that 
would come under the classification of 
comfort. We thought that this would have 
considerable effect on the comfort of my 
wife, who is an expectant mother, and a 
friend who had been badly shaken in an 
automobile accident. The passenger who 
had been involved in the accident was not 
in a position to particularly enjoy any- 
thing and yet not one complaint was heard 
from him on the 500-mile return to Los 
Angeles. My wife occupied the back seat, 
which was also loaded with considerable 
luggage, yet she was so relaxed at the end 
of the trip that she suggested that we go 
out that night—and we did. 

Motor TREND Research found that in 
general the foam-cushioned seats were 
quite comfortable. It seems quite odd that 
the front seatback of the Rambler was 
split off center. When we inquired into 
this, we found that the driver’s side had 
been designed as one seat with the seat 
contoured to the driver’s body. For a 
smaller person this works satisfactorily, 
but in the case of a larger man whose back 
extends beyond the split, the ridge of the 
individual seat causes an uncomfortable 
pressure against the small of the back. 

As optional equipment, a four-position

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reclining front seat is available. Although 
sufficient legroom and headroom are pro- 
vided, headroom is lacking in the rear seat 
at the sides. 

Other minor items that forestall com- 
plete comfort are: wind noise emanating 
from the windwings at high speeds in the 
closed position, which indicates a fairly 
poor seal; and the front window crank is 
awkward to use when the seat is in the 
forward position. 

The bin-type glove compartment was 
found to be rather crudely made. This is 
probably a much more satisfactory way 
for finding articles in the compartment 
but the door-type is a much less trouble- 
some and rattle-free arrangement. 


Vision—Good, But Can Be Improved 
The advantage of the Nash Rambler is 


that the car is small, enabling you to go in 
and out of tight spots mostly on that basis. 


Unfortunately, from the driver’s seat true 
vision is not too satisfactory, since the left 
windshield corner post provides a blind 
spot and only the left front fender is visi- 
ble. It would be an improvement if the 
hood line were lowered. 

Vision to the rear is very good, no blind 
spot being noticed at the right rear. How- 
ever, no matter how we positioned the 
seat, or raised or lowered our head, the 
rear view mirror would not provide for 
long range visibility. It is possible that the 
mirror might be more satisfactorily locat- 
ed on the dash. 

As with previous Ramblers, this year’s 
model continues with the unitized body- 
and-frame construction. The reasons given 
by Nash for this type of construction are 
that it forms a safer, stronger, more rigid 
and yet lighter body. 

Basic objections to this type of con- 
struction—that the body is harder to re- 
pair—are argued against by Nash on the 
basis that a trained mechanic can break 
the welds on the body and repair or re-

Powerplant—No Changes 

The six-cylinder, L-head engine (172.6 
cu. in.) is still rated at 82 horsepower. 
The compression ratio still remains in line 
with the fairly high ratios of most cars 
at 7.25:1. Ratio for ratio, smaller displace- 
ment cylinders generally have lower oc- 
tane requirements. 

Accessibility to the engine is satisfac- 
tory although some points could be im- 
proved upon. The distributor would be 
somewhat difficult to remove, and the 
valves are very difficult to get at—there 
is not much space between the side of the 
fender well and the side of the engine 
block. 

An annoying, although trivial, feature 
on the starter is that it is engaged when 
the clutch pedal is depressed all the way to 
the floor. This eliminates the possibility of 
starting the car while the transmission is in 


gear, but it is disconcerting if the clutch | 
is fully depressed when the engine is run- | 


ning, since this will operate the starter mo- 
tor.

damage to the flywheel or the starter. It 
would seem that a cut-out switch would 
be desirable; a simpler correction would 
be to install a stiffer starter switch spring. 

The Nash Rambler remains rather low 
in car sales, although it has a fairly low 
cost-per-mile operation analysis. It is felt 
by many persons that the reason the Nash 
Rambler remains low on the sales list is 
not that it is a small car but that its price 
is too close to the established cars in the 
low priced field. This is despite the fact 
that the Rambler’s factory delivered price 
includes practically $300 worth of usually 
optional equipment including radio, heater, 
clock, courtesy lights, directional signals, 
foam cushions, and other such features. 

Moror TREND Research feels that if the 
delivered price were reduced by the 
amount of the optional equipment, and 
that such equipment were provided at 
additional cost, the car would be priced 
on a more comparable basis and relieved 
of much of this sales handicap.

UNDER MY BONNET, by G. R. N. 
Minchin.—This book is a highly personal- 
ized account of the early days of British 
motoring. The greatest emphasis is on the 
pre-1914 era. 

The pioneer British motorists are shown 
in their constant fight against mechanical 
uncertainty, which was enough in itself 
without the constant harrying tactics of 
the police force. Prior to 1896, no car 
could be driven in excess of four miles an 
hour; three people had to assist in the 
driving of the car, one of whom had to 
walk in front of the vehicle carrying a 
red flag; all cars could be stopped on the 
order of anyone passing who indicated 
his desire by raising his hand! Even after 
1896 the motorists’ troubles with the po- 
lice were by no means over. The police 
seemed to be fond of lurking behind 
bushes ready to start a stop watch, the in- 
stant a car went by. 

Despite the difficulties constantly aris- 
ing on the shortest of journeys, the early 
motorist enjoyed the new form of propul- 
sion to a point nothing short of the in- 
credible. He had immense pride in his 
machine; of an 1895 Panhard which be- 
longed to C. S. Rolls it was said, “His car 
is so modern and so up to date as to be 
incapable of improvement and quite im- 
possible to give trouble.” 

Rolls spent as much time under the car 
as on top. Perhaps this is why he was so 
impressed by the car made by Henry 
Royce. 

Minchin is well qualified to tell his 
nostalgic story, “a glimpse of the days 
when England was merrie.”” He has owned 
an impressive list of cars, about 150 in | 
all, ranging from Darracqs to Rolls- 
Royces. He has met everybody. He likes 
to tell little intimate stories ranging from 
how he was kissed by Queen Victoria 
(he was a baby at the time) to a ghost 


story.
